NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 14 th March 1974 

G.S.lt. 132(E) . — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1> of 
section 47 of the Indian Railways Act, 1880 ( 9 of 1890). the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Open Lines (Railways 
in India) General Rules. 1929. published with the notification of the Government 
of India in the late Railway Department (Railway Board) No. 1078-T, dated the 
9th March, 1929, namely: — 

1, Short tltl© and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Open 
Lines (Railways in India) General Amendment Rules. 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Amendment of rule 144. — In part 1 of the Onen Lines (Railways in India) 
General Rules. 1929 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules) in rule 144 for 
sub-clausc (I) of clause (a), the following sub-clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

"I i) in the case of an engine with vehicles attached, save in a case to which 
sub-rule (b) applies, at least one red tail-light and, two side-lights 
showing red towards the rear and white towards the engine: 

Provided that in case of emergency, provision of side-lights on goods trains 
may be dispensed with under special instructions.” 

3 Amendment of rule 112,— Tn rule 112 of the said rules, for the word 
‘couplings’ wherever it occurs, the words 'coupline or couplings’ shall be substi- 
tuted. 
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
